FERENC PUSKAS, 


scored 85 goals in 84 


one of the all-time 
greats of football, 
will coach South 
Melbourne Hellas 
next season. 

Puskas, 63, has 
agreed to terms and 
will replace Brian Gar- 
vey only six weeks 
after leaving Austra- 
lia, claiming he was di- 
sillusioned with the 
set-up here after spen- 
ding 14 months con- 
ducting junior camps 
in Melbourne. 

Puskas rates with 
Alfredo Di Stefano, 
Pele, Diego Maradona 
and Johan Cruyff as 
one of the world’s all- 
time greats, having 
captained the Hunga- 
rian wonder team of 
the early to mid-1950s 
before starring for 
Real Madrid's all-con- 
quering side in the ear- 
ly years of the Euro- 
pean Champions’ 
Cup. 

He is no slouch as a 
coach either, having 
guided Panathinaikos, 
of Greece, to two 
national titles and to 
the final of the 1970/71 
European Champions’ 
Cup. 

Puskas, who also 
represented Spain four 
times after his natur- 
alisation in 1961, 
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returning to ‘coach 
South Melbourne 
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AUSTRALIA might 
yet see the World 
Masters in action. 

The Australian Soc- 
cer Federation pre- 
viously received a

Players like Matt 
Bingley (St George), 
Steve Georgakis (Syd- 
ney Olympic) and Zlat- 
ko Arambasic (Black- 
town) would have been 
in contention this year. 

The under 21 award 
is too all-embracing. 

Paul Trimboli is 
without a doubt the 
best under 21 player in 
the country, but since 
he won the award for 
the second time in 
1989, he no longer has 
anything to prove. 

There should also be 
an award for the “‘Soc- 
ceroo of the Year” — 
the player who per- 
formed best at national 
team level. 

Who would have 
captured it this year? 

Your guess is as 
good as ours, as no 
player stood out in an 
international season 
which only brought 
heartbreak. 

The time has also 
come to reward loyal 
clubmen for their con- 
sistency. 


Croatia’s Francis 
Awaritefe would have 
walked off with this 
award in 1989. 

And, finally, isn’t it 
about time Australian 
Soccer had its “Hall of 
Fame”? 

Next year’s gala 
awards presentation 
night would the ideal 
occasion to kick off 
with the first Hall of

THE Philips League (the National Soccer 
League) was born in the dining room of 
the St George club. The date was April 5, 
1975 when representatives of Hakoah, 
St George, Brisbane Lions, Marconi, 
Adamstown, Western Suburbs, Apia, 
Adelaide Juventus and West Adelaide 
Hellas met and signed a resolution to 
“establish a National Soccer League 
within the shortest possible time.” 

By 1977, the League } 
was in business, 7 
following many years 
of vague discussions 
and idle planning on 
the subject. 

Now, almost 15 
years after that historic 
meeting, it's interest- 
ing to reproduce ex- 
cepts from the Minutes 
of that gathering.

Commodore sponsors AMIGA 
indoor soccer team 


MENTION indoor soccer and most people would reply “Indoor 
WHAT?” 

That's probably because they haven’t seen a match — or they would be 
hooked — just like the 110,000 people who regularly play the game in 
Australia — or the 40 million players around the world! 

Indoor soccer, or court soccer as it is known in some areas, is played on a 30 
x 18 metre “court” which is the same size as a regulation basketball court — 
so both games often use the same facilities. 

Like basketball, the court can be outdoors, but is usually indoors. 

Hence indoor soccer can be played at any time of the year, and is unaffected 
by weather. 

Perhaps that’s why it is growing so fast in Sydney! 

It is a non-contact sport where a player’s size does not particularly matter. 
Boys and girls can play in mixed or in segregated competition. 

A measure of the success of indoor soccer is the operation budget of almost 
$1.75 million, raised by a $16 per head annual fee on the players. 

The game is also supported by the Australian Sports Commission as well as 
major public companies. 

The Indoor Soccer League was formed in 1986. 

Now affiliated with Futsal, the International Indoor Soccer Federation 
(itself 2 member of FIFA), the league supports six full-time staff around 
Australia and 10 franchised teams playing in the First Division. 

Commodore Business Machines have this year sponsored a First Division 
ISL at Kellyville in the Hills district, west of Sydney. 

Named after Commodore's advanced personal computer, the Commodore 
Amigas will play the four other teams in the Sydney First Division competi- 
tion. 


The undisclosed sponsorship for the Commodore Amiga team will enable it 
to defray expenses incurred in travel and in uniforms and equipment. 

Managing director of Commodore Business Machines, Mr Pat Byrne, said 
“The Commodore Amigas have a lot in common with the computer. 

“Neither is outright number one yet — but both are developing very 


“And given a little time, both could be number one!”” 

“We also support the Indoor Soccer League’s five-year development plan 
that will eventually touch every school in Australia. 

“This can only be good for the sport's future,” he said.

HILST there is little doubt that 
the Australian Soccer Fede: 

tion has assumed an 
stability, there remains the ove 
need for positive results to be brought 
to the fore as soon as possible. 

No-one has doubts that the present commission- 
ers and executive began their stewardship from a 
disastrous financial base. 

‘To face a $1 million debt tends to severely limit 
the options, as the ASF works towards an unfor- 
tunately slow play to regain financial viability. 

Obviously there is no magic wand available to 
settle Australia’s path to future World Cups with 
complete equity. 

‘The Asians, controlling powers in the region,

‘Another point is for the ASF to put its act in 
place for international matches in June/Septem- 
ber 1990. 

‘This was an integral part of the plan which was 
promised when the National Soccer League de- 
cided to go to summer.

THUMBS DOWN TO 
DIEGO MARADONA 


ITALIANS have given a big thumbs 
down to the behaviour of Diego Mara- 
dona, absent without leave from his soc- 
cer club Napoli, but are split about 
whether it warrants dismissal, accord- 
ing to an opinion poll. 

The survey by the respected research institute 
DOXA showed 70 per cent of Italians questioned, 
thought the Argentine World Cup captain had 
behaved “absolutely intolerably”. 

But only 45 per cent said they would sell the 
soccer genius to another club if they were Napoli 
president Carrado Ferlaino, while nearly 49 per 
cent said they would not fully support such a 
move. 

Maradona, who has stayed in Argentina instead 
of returning to Italy for the league season opener, 
said he would not report back to UEFA Cup 
winners Napoli unless the club guaranteed his 
personal safety. 

He said there was a plot against him and that he 
and his family had been harrassed in Naples, 
where he has played since 1984. 

His statement has been dismissed by club offi- 
cials and local police. 

Napoli have said they are starting disciplinary 
action, and the Italian Federation has threatened 
steps to prevént Maradona playing in the 1990 
World Cup finals in Italy. 

Napoli general manager Luciano Moggi met 
senior Naples police to discuss Maradona’s claim 
but repeated that the club had no evidence that 
the Naples Mafia or anyone else was menacing 


him. 

Police sources said a formal inquiry would be 
opened into Maradona’s allegations but unless he 
provided more substantive evidence, it would 
probably be shelved.
